tenegro, who is also commander of the 4 litary Air Academy at Pancevo. One regi- 
ment is located at Petrovgrad and is commanded by Maj. Kesta lekich. fhe other 
regiment 18 at Pancevo. Tho following phaass ere is uses Ue2, YAK 1,5,7, FPo2, and 
IlLe-2. F 


Only one Transport Regiment exists at present but the formation of another is under 
consideration. The Sommander of tho regiment is Serbian Maj. Vladimir Simich, Sis 
Chief of Staff is Capt. Fudarich, who was formerly in Khodesie. Capt. Arsenijevmec 
and Capt. Zlatoe Dimcevioh are squedron commanders. The airplanes used are: old 
Junkers, Douglas, and one squadron of light Ruesien transport planes with e@ oa= 
pacity of eight persons. 


The Military 4ir Academy is located at Pancevo. ‘he Chief of Staff, Capt. Vucina, 
fled to Italy. The Chief Instructor is Russian Maj. Mihajlo Faver, The atrength of 
a class varies from 256-500 students. These etudents are usually ox-Partisans 

and heave little education. There are also a number of Albanians in the ranks. 


The Air Foree Specialiat School is located at Kajlovac (near Sarajevo) and is 
under the oanmmand of Lt.Col. Danilo Hubmajer, an ox-Navy officer. The Political 
Commissar ia Maj. Deugulich from Kraljevo and the Chief Instructor is Sava Petrovich 
who was formerly an engineer at Air Foroa Hgs. The school has two classes, one 
with 120 students and the other with about 400 students, including about 80 Al- 
banians. Groups are subdivided according to the specialty taken. The scope of 
the school is to prepare specialists for the Air Corps such as mechanics, pre- 
cision tool workergz, vehicle sxperts, radio mechanics, and telephone technicians. 
Both offiozra and men attending the oourse are given ratings upon completion. Can- 
d4dates for the school must heve completed alemantary school. Sone Communist 
Farty members bave been admitted regardless of their education. 


The NGO School jie located at Kraljevo and ite mission is te furnish cadre NCO’s to 
the various wits. This course lests for three years. At the end of this period 
the RCO may accept a discharge or resenliat. The sohool is open to soldiers already 
on duty with the various regiments. 


The Yugoslav Air Foroe has at present about 250 planes in zood condition and ready 
for combat. 


The Yugoslev Air Foroe dump is located at Fanogvo. Materiel which arrives at 


Pancevo is received by a commission which distributes it to the units or stores 
as it sees fit. 
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
